There  was  a  good  demand  for  ITcr  York  Biiode  Isl-nd  Greenings,  especi- 
ally for  fruit  in  good  condition,  but  only  ^.  noderate  demand  for  Virginia 
York  In-oorials,  Ben  "Davis  and  i/inesaps,  and  Net:  Y'.rk  BaldT-/ins.    The  demand 
for  Vir-inia  Jonathans  -nd  Stayman  ''Unesr.-os  and  for  TToghington  Jonathans 
and  Oregon  Yello-^  Newtowns  was  slow.    Liberal  su-»rilies  of  Virginia  York 

r.viri.3ri-ls,  Ben  Davis  and  Stayman  7/inesaps ,  and  Oregon  Yellow  Hewtowns  were 
available,  but  surolies  of  Virginia  Wines°:os  and  Jonathans  and  Uew  York 
EhJde  Island  Greenings  were  only  noderate.    New  York  Baldwins  and  Oregon 
Yellow  ITewtowns  were  in  light  supply. 

Mrny  of  the  a^:ples  offered  on  Wednesd'-^.y ' s  auction  were  in  slack  -oack 
and  varia„ble  condition.     The  de-oreciati  m  on  barrels  showing  a  large  number 
of  slacks  ranged  from  73yi  to  $1.22  ner  barrel.    Ungraded  2^  inch  Jonathans 
from  Virginia  showed  a  particularly  high  number  of  slacks,  frxiit  of  the 
size  mentioned  bringing  only  from  $3.85  to  $4.50  per  barrel.     Offerings  of 
Virginia  Jonathans  also  contained  much  over-rir)e  fruit.    Virginia-  Stayman 
Winesaps  ^nd  New  York  Ehode  Island  Greenings  and  Baldwins  were  in  variable 
condition.     The  condition  and  pack  of  all  other  varieties  was  generally  good. 

The  drop  in  nrice  during  the  nast  week  was  no  doubt  due  largely  to 
the  arrival  of  the  e:^cessive  su-':)-olies  mentioned  as  being  afloat  for  the 
United  Kingdom  in  F.S.  Report  A- 74,  released  by  the  Deoartment  under  date  of 
October  22,     The  London  market  is  glutted  with  a-onles,  says  Mr.  Smith- 
Prices  in  that  market  were  25^^  below  Liverpool  levels  for  boxed  varieties 
and  50^^  lower  for  barreled  ap^Dles.
